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1. Bagzias (h0,9'N/21025'h), the first of the perts on Rumanian territory, is near 
the Yugosiav frontier. There is relatively unimportant transshipment activity. 
Bazias is the terminus of the Runanian railroad which crosses Yugoslav territory 
in some places.and runs from Timisoara (Tenesvar ~ )5°)5'N/21015'E) to Bagias 
via verschets (Versecy ~ 5°08'N/21°1O'L)., Phe terminal station with locomotive 
shed adjoins the harbor.

lh. Foldova Veche (l0h3'N/21°38'E), called Omoldeva in Hungarian and Altmoldeva in 
German, is a small but important harbor where Rumanian offielals chock the papers 
and cargoes of all Rumanian vessels leaving and entering the Rumanian portion of 
the Danube. If necessary, vessels can be lightened there for the vassage through 
the Cataracts, the river section of about 120 kilometers from Moldova Veche 
to Turnu Severin (1)0389N/22°38'") through the Iron Gate, The representative 
of the administration of the Tron Gate whe has charge of checking the vessels for 
draft anc safe condition for the passage through the Tron Gate is stationed at 
this harbor. ‘These represcntatives are appointed for a period of 15 to 30 days 
amd are selected from the senior pilots of Orsova (l,Ch1!N/22°27'=), Lurher 
shipping is the principal activity of the port. The harbormaster's office

Calafat ())°00°N/22058'i), located opposite the Bulgarian harbor of Vidin, is a 
medium-sized harbor with sidings, It is the terminus of the Criova-Calafat 
railroad line and is a loading nort for grain, No shipyard or silos are available. 
The town of Ualafat is about 1 km from the hartor, on top of the slope which is 
not very steep at that point. Personnel of the harbor office of Calafat include 

a harbornaster, a Ceputy hartormaster and a harbor agent. The PCA has one technical 
sergeant and four to six men. ‘The border police has one NCG and four vrivates. 

Te customs office has cne customs chief and two officials. About & km down- 
stream from Calafat, opposite Ciupercenii Vechi, are wintering facilities for about 
15 to 20 vessels in the side canal between the mumanian bank of the Lanube and a 
long island called Ostrov.

Zimnicea (13°39'N/25025'h), opposite the Bulgarian town of Svistow, is e medium 
sized harbor and terminus of the sidings branching from the railroad junction of 
Nostorii De Vede. No sidings are in the harbor and the railroad station is about 
3 ka froma the harbor, as is the town, which is connected to the harbor by 4 road 
reclained from swampy meadows. The harbor is a loading place for grain and sugar 
beets. Large four-story prain silos are available, Organization and strength of 
the harbor office are the same as in Turnu Magurele. 


Giurviu ()3°52'N/25°58'E), cpposite the Bulgarian harbor of Ruse or suschuk, is 

a large and imrortant port and terminus of the Bucharest ~ Giurgiu railroad line. 
There is a special harbor terminus with numerous sidings, and. a concrete highway 
to Bucharest. The tovm is about 2 km from the harbor which is on Ramadan, an 
island formed by St.Georgets Canal, (Canalul Sft. Gheroghe) and the Danube. A 
railroad-and-hichway bridge crosses the canal. An underwater high-voltage line 
to Bulgaria crosses the Janube at Giurgiu. The harbor consists of three sections: 


a. The Ramadan section, formed by the quay along the bank of the island west 
of the harbor basin. A large warehouse with three cranes rumniing, on rails, 
a coaling station and storage tanks for oil fnel and Viesel oi] are available. 


b. The harbor basin offers wintering facilities Sor a very larce number of 

vessels. The ferry berth for the railroad ferry to Ruse is in its north- 
western corner. The harbor railroad station is about 500 meters north of that 
place, At the northern side is the shipyard of the PCA militia, The shin- 
yard which is being extended is a new construction-and~repair yard. There are a 
hauling-up slip with cradles (hauling-up trucks) for talking vessels ashore, 

and the floating workshop of the “DCP installed in two vJanube barges with a 
store house ashore. On the east sice is the deraussing plant.

Commodities of every 
description are discharged and transshipped there, especially to and from sea-going 
ships. Along the Lanube anc? in the herbor basin are large quay installations 
equipped with modern transshipment facilitics. There are also large grain silos 
with upete-date elevaters and large oil and ceal depots. Good railroad and high- 
way cormections inlanc are available. Transshipment rails run along the quays 
and a marshaling yard is near the har>or. Various industrial plants, such asa 
cement plant, large mills, etc., are in operation. The Old Danube offers wintering 
facilities for about 60 to 60 vessels. “hipyards, Listed from south to north, 
include the SRT-Yard, where Danube barges tank vessels, and wooden fishing craft 
are built for the Soviets (2) and a slip is available; the Romania Shipyard, 

a repair yard which has no slip, since with the river near the bank being very

The Pull builéing capacity of the shipyards in Turnu Severin, Uraila and “alotz 
is apparently exploited for the Soviet Union. As in the Soviet «me of German, 
larce nurbers of vessols and parvicularly Grifters, are built here, obviously 
because such craft con easily be convertec into auxiliary mine sweerers, 
According to the peace treaty the strength of the Rumanian Jlavy is Lf0 officers 
and 500 ratings who, as in all satellite states, are trained and equipped 
aleng Soviet lines, as is corroborated by the cresence of 2 Soviet naval stalf. 
The -necanian Navy consists of a Black-See flotilla and a Danube flotilla. ‘the 
principle naval %ase for the Danube flotilla is Galatz, where, hovever, some 
vessels of the Black~ea flotilla also are stationed. The mine layer admiral 
Murcescn, a @2=-ton vessel, was built in Galatz in 1929. No confirmation or 
further details are available about other new constructions.
